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To  the  Impartial  and  Candid 
READER. 


SINCE  my  coming  to  Northampton  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1764,  for  feveral  months  Ipradifed  phy- 
fic,  in  preferring  only,  without  the  left  recommen¬ 
dation  from  the  furgeons  and  apothecaries,  who  were 
not  able  to  conceal  their  prejudices  againft  me  ; 
but  very  early  and  frequently  gave  me  occafion  to 
conclude,  that  I  had  no  favours  to  exped  from  them* 
This  being  the  cafe,  I  was  at  laft  determined,  at  the 
defire  and  requeft  offuch  of  my  patients  as  were  not  con¬ 
cerned  with  any  apothecary  an  dfurgeon, that  I  would 
prepare  fome  medicines,  efpecialiy  fueftas  were  peculiar 
to  myfelf*  Indeed  I  judged  it  improper  to  have  fuch 
cultar%  medicines  prepared  by  them,  efpecialiy  at  fuch  a 
jundure  :  However  it  isandfhall  be  my  determination 
to prej tribe  them  only ,  in  adjacent  towns;  leaving  the 
apothecaries  in  each  refpedive  place  to  make  them 
np  ;  declaring,  that  if  fuch  apothecaries  want  any 
article  belonging  to  the  compofition  of  fuch  medi¬ 
cines,  whether  roots,  herbs,  flowers,  feeds,  foreign  or 
domeftic,  or  any  chymical  preparations,  they  fhall  be 
welcome  to  them  from  my  houfe,  without  any  charge* 
It  is  well  known  that  the  apothecaries  and  furgeon$ 
ad  in  every  refped  as  Pby/icians ;  now  I  apprehend 
it  full  as  eligible  in  itfelf  and  much  more  fafe  in  re- 
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gard  to  the  patient,  that  the  phyfician  fhould  adfc  as 
an  apothecary,  efjpecially  in  fome  cafes. 

They  attend  as  Phyficians  perhaps  weeks  or  months, 
till  at  laft  either  through  the  uneafmefs  of  the  pa¬ 
tient  or  the  family,  one  of  Us  is  fent  for,  and  for  the 
moft  part  without  their  recommendation,  if  not  againfl 
their  inclination. 

When  we  come,  probably  the  patient  is  found  to 
be  either  in  the  greateft  extremity  of  danger,  or  in 
Agone  Mortis,  &c. 

Without  doubt,  impartial  reader,  you  have  heard 
fome  of  them  fay,  u  He  is  a  Foreigner  or  Stranger.” 
I  would  have  them,  as  Chriflians,  confider,  Excdus 
xxHthi.  21.  Thoufha.lt  neither  vex  a  ftranger,  nor 
opprefs  him  *,  for  ye  were  flrangers  in  the  land  of 
Egypt.  Leviticus  xix,  33,  34.  And  if  a  ftranger 
iojourn  with  thee  in  your  land  ye  fhall  not  vex  him. 
But  the  ftranger  that  dwelleth  with  you,  fhall  be  unto 
you  as  one  born  amongft  you,  and  thou  fhalt  love 
him  as  thyfelf,  &c.  compare  Deuteron.  x.  19.  Zecba- 
riah  vii.  10. 

Properly  fpeaking,  we  are  all  flrangers  Here  ; 
and  it  highly  co  ncerns  us  to  a6l  as  ftrangers? 
in  a  world  which  is  of  no  farther  importance  to  us, 
than  as  it  is  fubfervient  to  a  future  one,  1  Chron.  xxix. 
25.  For  we  are  flrangers  before  thee,  as  were  all  our 
fathers.  Our  days  on  the  earth  are  as  a  fhadow,  and 
there  is  none  abiding,  compare  Pfal.  cxix.  19. 

Accord- 
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According  to  the  common  acceptation  of  the  term? 
1  am  a  Stranger ,  born  at  Kreyfeld  *  or  Crevelt ,  where 
my  father  was  a  minifter,  both  in  the  High-German 
and  Low-Dutch  languages,  twelve  years;  from  thence 
called  to  Moers  where  there  is  a  Gymnafium  ft  of 
which  he  was  a  Scholarcha  and  a  preacher  about 
twelve  years  more:  On  that  gymnafium  I  was  brought 
up,  from  thence  went  to  the  univerfity  of  Duisburg  II 
on  the  Rhine,  where  I  ftudied  many  years ;  this 
antient  city  gave  birth  to  my  father,  and  the  above 
mentioned  places  are  fituatedin  his  Prufiian  majefty’s 
dominions  ;  afterwards  I  ftudied  at  Leyden ,  U(recfot 
Hardcrwyck\  in  the  laft  commenced  dodtor  of  Phyfic, 
under  the  moft  learned  and  eminent  profeiTor  John 
de  Gorter,  Anno  1752. 

It  is  alledged  that  I  am  a  foreigner  :  in  the  fame 
manner  one  might  argue, "that  the  Englifh  phyficians 
and  other  gentlemen  refiding  in  Pruffia ,  Holland  &c. 
are  Strangers  there, 

I  can  allure  you  they  are  efteemed  according  to  the 
law  of  God,  as  mentioned  Leviticus  x ix.  33,  34.  and

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dwell  amongd  them,  as  if  natives,  enjoying  with  them 
the  fame  privileges,  &c. 

One  faying  I  am.  a  Fore;gner,  another  may  add, 
et  fis  inch,  he  mull  be  unacquainted  with  the  Englijh 
cc  conlUtution.5’  But  this  is  a  miftake ;  I  have 
lived  in  England  for  more  than  thirteen  years 
paft;  but  are  not  molt  of  the  difeafes  incident  to  hu¬ 
man  bodies  the  fame  in  all  parts  of  the  globe  ?  Per¬ 
haps  they  may  add,  44  His  prefepptions  are  foreign  to 
us.’’  This  betrays  a  defedt  in  their  own  underftanding 
and  is  meant  to  deceive  thofe  of  a  leffer  capacity. 

But  pleafe  toobferve  ;  Did  not  many  Englifh 
Irifh,  and  Scotch  gentlemen  fludy  feme  years  under 
the  moll  celebrated  profelTor  Herm.  Boerhaave,  Src. 
at  Leyden  in  Holland,  take  their  degree,  or  obtain  a 
diploma  there  t  return  to  their  own  refpective  coun-

tries,  fettle  and  pradliee  phylic  with  fuccefs,  on 
the  fyftem  of  their  foreign  mailer  ?  and  what  is  Hill 
more,  a  great  number  of  the  nobility  and  other  gen' 
tlemen  went  over  to  Leyden  for  the  benefit  of  his 
preferiptions,  where  he  greferibed  for  them  with  fuc¬ 
cefs  *,  and  medicines  were  adminiftered  there  on  the 
jpot  *,  an  1  without  doubt  many  of  his  preferiptions 
were  prepared  here  inEngland  afterwards  with  the  fame 
good  effedt.  Others  who  proiecuted  their  fludies  and 
took  their  degrees  at  Oxford,  Cambridge,  Edinburgh^ 
pradtice  with  fucccls  in  Prulfia,  Holland,  &:c.  on 
thefyfiemof  their  native  mailers.  More  might  be 
obferved  here,  but  this  is  fufficient. 
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a  third  perfon,  tho*  ever'ffo  low,  Harts 
up,  “  If  h^pr^pares  medicines,  he  hurts  us.”  So  I  may- 
fay  to  them,  “  If  they  continue  adtingas  phyficians  they 
hurt  me.”  However  a.s  they  are  entirely  unacquainted

with  my  peculiar  medicines,  1  have  no  apprehenfions 
of  their  being  able  to  hurt  me.  Now,  if  any  of  the 
gentlemen  apothecaries  or  furgeons,  in  this  town, 
cnoofego  enter  into  any  controverfy  with  me,  let  them 
but  fet  their  names  to  their  performances,  and  I  am 
ready  to  anfwer  them,  in  what  language,  or  on  what 
fubjeCt  they  pleafe. 

With  refpect  to  you,  gentlemen  apothecaries  and 
furgeons,  in  the  market  towns,  &c.  about  Northamp¬ 
ton,  my  fincere  and  hearty  thanks  wait  on  you  for  your 
civilities  and  candor,  already  experienced:  I  hope  the 
further  continuance  of  your  favors*,  nothing  fhall  be 
concealed  from  you,  and  nothing  fhall  be  wanting 
in  me  for  the  benefit  of  your  patients  *,  for  whom  I 
fhall  endeavour,  under  God’s  bleffing,  to  prefcri be* 
cito,  tutc ,  jucunde ,  as  fpeedily,  effectually  and  agree¬ 
ably  as  poffible,  concluding  with  Manlius.* 

Certa  mihi  fpes  eft,  quod  vitam  qui  dedit,  idem 
Et  velit  St  poflk  flipped! tare  ciburn. 

I  doubt  not  but  he  that  hath  given  life  both  will 
and  can  fupport  the  lame.
